ty of peace agreed to diſcontinue, not the thing,

6. The form of Concord. The firſt is reckoned to 
be the principal touchſtone of a teacher's agree- 
ment with this Church. | 
To the peculiar bleſſings of this Church belong 
two things, which ſhould yet be mentioned. The 
one is, that it has nat been diſtracted by non-con- 
_ formity. The Moravian brethren are not to be 
conſidered as ariſing from them, for they were a 
branch of the Huſſitic Bohemian Church, though 
many Lutherans and Calviniſt have encreaſed their 
number, and though the Lutherans confider them 
as their brethren. The other is a quite unexam- 
Pl fondneſs of the members of this Church for 
ſpiritual hymns. The common people learn them 
by heart and are inſtructed by them and the fami- 
lies are more frequently, thau perhaps any where 
_ elſe, heard to ſing praiſes to the Lord in their 
houſes. To find a thouſand hymns in a church. 
- mymn-book, is a thing quite common. 
In all the United States of America there are 
Lutheran congregations, except New-Hampſhire, 
Vermont, Rhode-lfland and Connecticut. In Pen- 
ſylvania the members of this Church are the melt 
numerous. To the late Dr. Henry Muhlenbergh, 
whodied in the year 1737, belongs the immortal 
honor of having formed in Pennſylvania a regular 
miniſtry, and what is ſomewhat remarkable, to one 
of his ſons, who officiated as Lutheran miniſter from 
the year 1773, to 1776, in the city of New-York, 
that of having formed the Evar gelical miyiltry of 
New-York State.
